Mlaa PINELA cheeked her recorda* but could not locate a 
number 0 2 B-8* She stated this number would have been used soma 
time after mld>Pebruery* 1966* She recently took over management 
of the laundry from JF-ROKB _W, J fEBN.OU* who went bankrupt, and has 
disappeared* She took over on approximately March 2U, 1963. 

Miss PINELA furnished samples of the marking machine in the 
same number as that^obtalned In evidence* on red tape* She aald It 
never printed a fullO as the first letter* due to a defect* 

She advised the owner prlor^to JEROME VERNON, who uses the 
name . JAY. VE Rl'CH. was NAUIUCE_.nQXAR.p, no address known* She produeed 
mail addressed to VERNON at'the business* Included was the regis* 
tratlon certificate on a I 963 Ford truck* van-type* 6 cylinder* the 
aerial number being read through the envelope as EICTH 330232*
